When we contemplate the character of the truly 
great Jeflerson, his writing», politico-philosophic 
views, almost prophetic, we are compelled to think 
that he was born before his proper congenial era, he 
was so much in the advance of the wisest of his eo. 
temporaries. In contemplating the Senator of Mas. 
sachusetts, we sec at once his antipode, a man bern 
after his proper cra, and in a nation not suitavlo to 
his modes of thinking; tuo mueh of a mere lawyer, 
reverting to the past and its institutions, and too 
little of a philosophic thinker as respects futurity. 
There is also another striking difference between 

he Visginian and the New Englander : the former 
was by birth and property one of the aristocracy, 
and yet the leading patriarch of AMerican demo- 
orecy ; the latter, on the contrary, sprung from the 
very loins of the democratic grade of society, even 
his name is of mechanic origin, and yet his senti- 
| ments evince his Partiality towards the aristocracy, 
and his principles are decidedly in favor of a conso- 
lidated government; more consonant to the British 
conservative than the American republican.

MARTIN VAN BOREN. 

Martin Van Buren having received the unanimous 
nomination of the Baltimore Convention, the proba- 
bility is that, he will be the immediate successor of 
Andrew Jackson in the Presidency of the United 
States. 

The asecnt of this man into political eminence, 
Las been so mach owing to onforeseen circumstan- 
com, that in homely phrase, he may be called a lucky 
man, Without having done any very great deed 
ax avtatesman; or performed any act of a very po- 
pular nature to the people; or said or written any 
thing very remarkable, or very wise; he has never- 
theless, in most of the trying situations of hie life, 
acied very wisely for his own behoof. His prudent 
sayacity, and volf. adaptation to the current of events, 
is the whole’ eeeret art of the “ great magician.” 
To tranamute the baser metals into gold, would re- 
quire cither scientifie or megie power im the opera. 
tion; and he who tranemutes apparent evils and un. 
toward oceurrences into positive good to hinec!f, 
and oven converts the machinations and efforts of his 
enemies into stepping stones to his ewn elevation, 
certainly “understends traly the diffienlt science of 
human conduct, and wields a magic power over men 
and circumstances: such a man is the great magi 
ciao. 

Without any division as yet in the ranks of the 
deinocracy of the Union, there is a wide division in 
sentiment, as reapocts measures and logisiation. 
Une portion of the democratic party is radically op 
posed to chartered companies of privileges, and 
vested rights by legislation ; while the other portion, 
insists that incorporated companies ere benoficial 
to all, that they dv not contravene the principle 
of equal rights, because all wh» have means can par.

cherters supersedes monopoly. ‘I'o which of these 
portions of the democratic family the star of the as.

the otber, [1] But they need not concern themselves 
about the sentiments of aa iudividual, whose rudder, 
suils, and compass will be publie opinion, If that is 
right, he will act in accordance: if w.ong, he will 
participate; end, in short, if the people are true to 
themselves, and correct as to principles and mea. 
sures, they have nothing to fear, but much to hope, 
from Mastin Van Buren. 

There is, however, one circumstance that excites 
apprehensions in the minds of the equal rights demo- 
crats, and that is, that the monopoly democrats are 
sirenuous partizens and electioneerers for Vin Buren. 
The former do not fully conceive the deep calcula- 
tions that superinduce the movements of the latter. 
To forestall, to mowopolize the partialities of a man 
who will have much in bis power: to acquire his 
gratitude by their public exertions and demonstra- 
tions in bis behalf, may enable them to direct his 
patronage, his influence, and his measures. The 
prospect of his being the successfull candidate, has 
produced an iniatuation on their minds, that be can-

So in truth they are, but 
not exactly according as they desire tu be known by 
him. He fully comprehends their motives, is too 
shrewd aman, too accurate @ calculator, tv credit 
them for more than they really deserve, aud that is 
not much as respects public good, or personal disin- 
terestedness. He knows well that his fame in bis- 
tory, bis reputation os chief magistrate, will depend 
more on acting {ofurpicW bole HALi{icg) speculacdatiat- 
ing the hordfim with their selfisiness. .Most assurdt, 
w.i!| \iese will be more disappointed and chagrined 
by bis elevation to the presidency than otherwise. 

A man of impassioned feelings might be induced 
to do much to gratify others, from the ineitements of 
friendship alone. Not so Ven Buren. Even his 
uppointments to office will be less objectionable gen- 
erally than those of any one of his predecessors. 
Fituess will be the sole requisite with him, and appli- 
cations from any other souree will be disregarded. 
Many of his electioneering paertizens judge him by 
the standard of their own selfishness, and they are 
right to the extent of that standard, but his self-love 
and personal calculation are so much beyond theirs, 
that they will owe their disappointments, through 
him, to thie very difference. The sagacious seltish- 
nes» of the man will be hig panoply of protection 
from the selfish designs of others; he will ndt heed 
those frieuds who have views on him, but he will 
acknowledge at ounce those friends on whom he has 
views himself; and no one will obtain office or at- 
tention from bim unless it is conducive to the well 
being of the giver ; for he is oue of those singularly 
endowed men, who have the capacity to understand 
and selfiuterest to wetch and feel the pulse of pub- 
lic sentiment or opinion ; t6 this, he will adapt bim- 
self, and those individuals who sre in any way de 
pendents on bim, must be adaptable and éonduce to 
the purposes and objects of both, Such a man will 
pursue a course consistent with bis self love and 
self preservation, and his shrewd acute intellect 
will direet that course to be in accordance with the 
will of the people; and to this he will sacrifice friend 
or foe. Te is not a political Quixoue to stem, di- 
vert, or frustrate, the current of the public mind, he 
will yield and adopt its indications, and, like the sa- 
gucious Talleyrand, he wilt float uppermost on the 
stream of the powers that be. GRACCHUS.

tants. Of Talcahoanha, accerding to the more re 
cent advices, not a vestige remains. After the earth. 
quake, the sea retired from the coast where the 
town was situated, about a mile, and then rolled in 
over the whole town,. and in ite reflux swept it al. 
most entirely away. The fragments that remained 
were demolished and buried by two subsequent seas 
which puccessively overwhelmed the sito of the 
town. When the sca bad regained its usual level, the 
inhabitants, all of whom at the approach of the in. 
undation fled to the neighboring heigh‘s, returned to 
the place where the town had been situated, and for 
several daye many of them have been engaged in 
disinterring some remnants of ther property. ° 
sea rose 33 fect above ite ordinary level, and drove 
into the town square the national bark Mapocho, 
and placed other vesrels in imminent danger. 

The road from Talcahuanha to Conception is al- 
most entirely destroyed by the deep fissures and 
sloughs which have been created; consequently the 
destruction of property and the interruption of the 
channels of intercourse which facilitates the -ubsis- 
tence of a town, must be alarming.

the majority are not. I have been informed by an 
officer lately stationed with the troops in the Indian 
nation, that it is his opinion, that were it not for 
the slaves, held by the Indians, there would be but 
little difficulty in prevsiling upon them to leave this 
country. ‘These slaves speak the English language, 
and they have in consequence much power over the 
minds of the Indians, a» the Indians listen to them 
as confidanta, whereas they look upon the agonis of 
the government with suspicion and distrust. Their 
slaves live a very easy life, and have no inclination 
either to change masters or leave this country with 
them. The majority of the chiefs, I believe, have 
been brought to acknowledge theit unwillingness to 
remove, but as the means of removing them cannot 
be brought into operation immediately, they will al. 
ter their opinion, particularly as the people say they 
did not delegate their chiefs the power to agree to a 
remeval. So far is their government republican 
that they do not consider themselves bound to any 
agreoment made by their chiefs, providing they had 
not expressly delegated to them the poworto make 
such agreement. 

* Thus the Indians are in a state of rostlessnces 
and excitation; and on Tuesday last one of them 
went to the house of Mr. Switser, at Silver Spring, 
on Lake George, and commenced to point his rifle at 
the wife and children of that gentleman, (he himself 
not being at home) saying, or rathor by jesturcs re. 
presenting that the land wes his, and that ** he 
would shoot.” The lady of course hud become much 
alarmed, and her cries brought to her assistance 
Capt. Farnham, who succeeded in drawing the at.

nard street shared the fate of the houses in that 
neighborhood. The Baptist Lecture Room, in 
Pinekney street, was also burnt. 

There is no estimating the extent of the lose of 
eroperty to the westward of Meeting street. If the 
bose occupied by Dr. Wurdeman, on the east side 
of-Meeting street, being of brick, had not been saved 
by Ape ge exertions, the flames in that case 
would have caught the large wooden building call. 
edthe Panorama, and Seyle's suite of rooms, and pe- 
netrated into King street.

The immense 
apace occupied by the smoking ruins, the number of 
destitute and houseloss poor, who have neither home 
nor shelter, acmnery appeal to the feelings of the 
charitable, and Charleston, in this hour of distress 
to suffering hundreds, will not, we are confident, 
make a vain call for sympathy and succour, on her 
sistor cities of the Union. 

From the result of our enquiries, we arc satisfied that 
some base miscreant was the originator of this wide 
spread devastation. Mr. Sheppard, on whose premiecs 
the fire occurred, never fire in his shop, and the 
vicinity, composed entirely of wooden buildin 8, some 
of very large extent, prosented but too favor a field 
for the operations of the incendiary, 

While on this subject we but echo the universal 
opinios, when we complain of the utter want of orga.
